In the affidavit and complaint 
Mr. Wade sets forth that at the time of the 
annual meeting of the cottage owners he ap- 
jM'are« l in a lawful capacity, and that Po­ 
liceman Taylor, by or» ier of President Miller, 
illegally arreste« l him without any reasonable 
cause or justification, and demands judgment 
in the sum of $5,000, together with the costs 
of action.

for inside of three months. 
An ex traordinary condition of things ex ­ 
ists just at present in the fruit canning in­ 
dustry, and it it does not result in putting 
wealth into the coffers of ail manufacturers, 
brokers, and jobbers interested in tho preserv­ 
ing of fruit tnd its ex portation and sale they 
will have oniy themselves to blame. 
They 
can not hope to supply the demand for their 
goods by pressing the facilities of their can­ 
neries to their full capacity day and night as 
long as the fruit season ex ists, aud the prices 
asked and received are high enough to make 
them bubble over with gladauess. 
It is just 
what our canners have been waiting and 
praying for during the long’ years of failure 
and dullness that preceded the present activ­ 
ity, and now that it has come they find that 
they are unequal to it and must turu "away 
thousands from our shore who have come to 
buy. 
The yield of fruit on this side of 
the Sierras turned out to be prodigious, and 
the season was such that everything seemed 
to ripen at once. 
This has kept prices of 
green fruit down so that fruit contracted for 
early in the year at $50 per ton has been sold 
in the open market for no more than $10 or 
$12. 
But meanwhile there came a certainty 
of serious shortage in the east 
Orders kept 
coming in and prices began to rise, but the 
canner was not in condition to take full ad­ 
vantage of the improved market owing to 
the lack of fruit 
He was sold out, and all 
attempts to increase his output were rendered 
vain by his inability to get the necessary 
labor to harvest the fruit 
White labor is 
unobtainable, and Chiqpse labor will not be 
employed. 
Hawaiian affairs are again subjects for dis­ 
cussion on the Pacific coast 
Unusually 
heavy shipments of arms and ammunition 
were made to Honolulu during the post week. 
This ex traordinary importation of arms by 
Honolulu firms is thought to indicate that 
little confidence is placed in the present 
quietude in that quarter as a permanent set­ 
tlement of the late troubles, and points to 
more unpleasantness in the near future. This 
was ascertained to be the conviction of 
some prominent merchants of this city whose 
business relations with Honolulu enable them 
to secure accurate information of the condi­ 
tion of matters in the Hawaiian kingdom. 
Further significance is given this view of the 
matter by the presence in this city of heads 
of military companies of Honolulu.

Sense in Education. 


Agassiz, the 
great scientist, 
was in the habit of saying that he 
“had no time to earn money.” 
With the large body of mank ind 
the main qu estion is one not of 
time, bu t of ability. 
In the p hysical develop ment of 
a man, natu re demands no assist­ 
ance; bu t if the man be not p re­ 
p ared for the bu siness of living, 
the p hlef aim df his intellectu al 
training has been missed. 
A cyclop edia will give u s more 
facts and information in a few 
minu tes than can be acqu ired by 
years of stu dy, in a college. 
If, 
therefore, the mere acqu isition of 
statistics or scientific facts be the 
chief end of edu cation, mu ch val­ 
u able time and labor, of both teach­ 
ers and p u p ils might be saved. 
Bu t the benefits of edu cation, as 
well as its enjoyment, come from 
a p ractical ap p lication of k nowl­ 
edge, rather than from the mere 
gleaning of facts and theories. 
So far as we can not only k now, 
bu t do, what we learn, so far p os­ 
session rip ens into facility, k nowl­ 
edge is p ower, and edu cation be­ 
comes p ractical. 
The time when institu tions of 
learning were imp ortant as mere 
p olishing machines has p assed 
away; and it is becoming more 
and more evident to edu cators 
that “ mental sand-p ap ering” can 
be as well p erformed in the stu dy 
of the p ractical asp ects of natu re 
and of material things, at the same 
time that the eye is trained to see, 
the ear to hear, the hand to move 
and the brain to reason. 
In the contest of life u nder the 
highest civilization, edu cation has 
become less a matter of lu xu ry 
than u tility, and the constant and 
inop erative demand is for k nowl­ 
edge ap p licable to the p ractical 
wants of Hu manity. 
That the world has su lie red for 
the want of p ractical edu cation ap ­ 
p lied "to its needs, is written u p on 
every p age of its history. That all 
material and intellectu al growth 
u nder the ap p lication of p ractical 
k ricftvledge has been no less p er­ 
manent and beneficial than mar- 
tar

v eTous, is equally ev ident. 
The fact that there is nothing a 
man may do that he will not do 
better with the help of training 
has led to specialties in education; 
and, in these, we may look for the 


highest 
develop ment, 
and 
the 
greatest efficiency. 
At no time in the world’s his­ 
tory has p ractical training, as dis­ 
tingu ished from mere k nowledge, 
been in so great demand, or p rom­ 
ised so great resu lts. 
W e live in 
an age of wonderfu l material as 
well as mental p rogress. 
Cap i­ 
tal 
has 
enormou sly 
increased 
and is constantly seek ing new 
worlds to conqu er. 
Money, the 
great 
motive 
p ower, p erforms 
its fu nctions with wondrou s rap ­ 
idity. 
The whole bu siness world 
is warm and throbbing with en­ 
ergy. 
There is a constant imperativ e 
call for new recruits; but he who 
would succeed must arm himself 
with weapons suitable to the strife 
and trained to his hand. 
As well 
ex pect success from the reaper 
without a sickle, as from a y oung 
person sent into the world with­ 
out 
knowledge of or discipline 
in its methods. 
The commercial 
world demands trained workers for 
its management. 
He who ac­ 
quires a sy stematic knowledge of 
the practical forms and laws of 
business, 
largely 
increases his 
prospects of success in any call- 
ing. 
No v ocation grows superior to 
the day book and ledger, and no 
profession can, with safety , ignore 
the “ cash balance.”— Do lla rs a n d 
S en se. 


Low Deuth ICate In Tenement*. 
It hap i*.*ii8 (never mind how) that I an* 
tn a p osition to iiavo a p retty good 
k nowledge of tenement life in Now York . 
It relates to tlw) worst tenements as well 
os to the Ijost, an» l it has extended over a 
nu mber of years. 
Shak ing p ractically, 
then, an*l from my own observation, I 
say that the death rate in the tenements, 
all things considered, is singu larly low. 
When the health au thorities talk alxmt it 
they lay sixxjial stress on the high mor­ 
tality among children. 
I wonder if it 
ever occu rred to these wise men that 
there is another reason than theirs why 
the p rop ortion of deaths as l>ctwoen chil: 
dren and adu lts is so mu ch higher in the 
tenements than in p rivate hou ses? 
What 
is it, this other reason? Why, simp ly 
that the p rojx» rtion of children to p arents 
is mu ch larger in the tenements than else­ 
where. 
Childless cou p les are never fou nd, or 
hardly ever fou nd, among the p oor in the 
tenements. You find them by the dozen, 
by the score, the hu ndrtnl, in the higlver 
circles. 
Among the well to do p eop le 
who have some children the nu mU.*r is 
u su ally small—frequ ently, say, two or 
three, often only one or two. 
Bu t not so 
in the tenements, where it is hand to 
mou th all the year rou nd. 
Children 
swarm there; you stu mble over them at 
every tu rn. 
They are in the y arils, on 
the sidewalk s, in the halls, on the stairs, 
in the rooms. 
The work ingman and his 
wife may find the shoe p inching very 
often, bu t the family increases all the 
same. 
Not to follow this matter any 
fu rther, thou gh there is mu ch in it for 
reflection, I rei*3at that a strong and ob­ 
viou s reason, never mentioned by the 
health au thorities, for high mortality 
among children in the tenements is the 
fact that children are relatively mu ch 
more nu merou s there than anywhere 
else. 
And the real wonder is that so 
many of them not only p u ll throu gh the 
p erils of childhood, bu t become os vigor­ 
ou s men and women as those who grow 
u p in brown stone fronts—often, in fact, 
a great deal more vigorou s.—Now York 
Cor. Detroit Free Press. 


O u r C ou ntry's D airy Inte re sts. 
Ou r 
American 
dairy interests are 
startlingly enormou s. 
They rep resent 
an investment of nearly five times as 
mu ch as the entire bank cap ital of the 
cou ntry; that is to say, the bank cap ital 
is a little less than $071,000,000, while 
the dairy interests amou nt to more than 
$0,000,000,000. 
The nu mber of milk 
cows is estimated at 21,000,000. 
They 
give each an average of 350 gallons of 
milk annu ally. 
This wou ld mak e an 
aggregate milk p rodu ction of 7,350,000,- 
000 gallons, a miniatu re ocean, a fair 
sized Niagara. 
Fou r thou sand million 
gallons are u sed for bu tter, 700,000,000 
for cheese' and the remaining 2,480,000,- 
000 p ass throu gh the adu lterating hands 
of the milk man and grocer and down the 
throats of 00,000,000 men, women and 
babies in this land of freedom. The qu an­ 
tity of bu tter manu factu red and u sed is 
abou t 1,350,000,000 p ou nds and of cheese 
6,500,000 ¡» u nds. 
The valu e of ou r 
dairy p rodu cts for the last twelve months 
was nearly $500,000,000. 
This is $20,- 
000,000 more than the valu e of ou r an­ 
nual wheat yield, while it 
closely ap­ 
p roximates tliat of our x » m crop , which 
is the most valu able of our farm products. 
To su p p ort this immense dairy herd 100,- 
000,000 acres of pasture land are re­ 
quired, worth $2,500,000,000. 
It is easy 
enough to sec, therefore, that the 4,000,- 
000 farmers in this cou ntry are an im­ 
portant element of our national welfare 
and prosperity . —New York Herald. 


.% T um ble Worm and 5f*tallv oron* Motfz. 
Newsp ap er 
corresp ondents 
discover 
wonderfu l things. 
Under the title of 
“I^ondon Gossip ” a first class p rovincial 
p ap er tells u s that the greatest consterna­ 
tion p revailed some time ago among the 
engineers emp loyed on the railway at 
Hagen in consequ ence of continu al oc­ 
cu rrences of accidents at the same p lace. 
The German government directed an in­ 
qu iry, which, after the lap se of six 
months, revealed the mystery. 
A rail 
“ was tak en u p and brok en, and it was 
p erceived that it was literally hollowed 
ou t by a thin gray worm, to which the 
qu alification of railivorou s was assigned, 
and hv which name it is to be classed in 
natu ral history. 
The worm is said to Is* 
aljou t two centimeters in length and of 
the size of the p rong of a fork in circu m­ 
ference. ” 
The narrative p roceeds qu ite 
seriou sly, describing the color of the 
worm and two little glands on its head, 
“filled with corrosive secretion, which is 
ejected every ten minu tes u j» on the iron. 
This liqu id renders the iron soft and 
sp ongy and of the color of ru st, and it is 
then greedily devou red by the insect. ” 
The au thority of an official nq>ort and 
of the French institu te are given in su p - 
p ort of these and other statements, su ch 
as that “ this creatu re for its size is one 
of the most voraciou s k ind, for it has de­ 
vou red thirty-six k ilogrammes of rail 
(seventy-nine p ou nds) in a fortnight.” 
The same veraciou s correp ondent p roceeds 
to toll u s that “not very long u go a great 
sensation was .created by a rejsjrt sent 
into the Royal society of a gnat or moth 
which similarly devou red the lead of 
London cisterns, and that the su bject 
will no dou bt now Ik* discnss<*d with re­ 
dou bled vigor since the discovery of the 
railway p est.” 
We are fu rther told that 
“sp ecimens of the iron thu s attack ed 
have been sent to all the learned bodies 
of London and Paris.” 
The writer of 
this veraciou s history mu st lie greatly 
disgu sted with the negligence of the sec­ 
retaries and cou ncils of the “learned bod­ 
ies" who have failed to p u blish in their 
transactions any accou nt of these won­ 
derfu l animals or to ack nowledge the re­ 
ceip t of 
the sp ecimens.—Gentleman's 
Magazine. 


Kntn*rtiatknn* and Their Homes. 
The aboriginals of K am chatk a and 
Kamschatdales and Koriak s; bu t little is 
k nown of their origin, and both have de­ 
creased in nu mbers since the Ru ssian 
occu p ation. 
Tin* cou ntry is now chiefly 
p eop led by Sitierian-Ru Ksians. and by a 
race the p rodu ct of intermarriage be­ 
tween them and the aboriginal Kain- 
schatdales. 
This new race it is u su al to 
distingu ish as Kamschatk ans; and 
a 
greedy, disagreeable k ind of p eop le they 
seem to Ik*. 
They are of a low order, 
and live in su mmer either in wretched 
hu ts by the river bank s, or in lofts above 
tin* sheds in which they hang their fish. 
In winter they have semi-su bterranean 
dwellings. 
Their liabits and diet are 
alik e filthy, and their notions of honesty 
meager. 
The p u re Kamschatdales, on 
the other hand, .'ap p ear to be a k indly 
and a hosp itable p eop la 
The hou st*s of the better class of na­ 
tives of Ru ssian blood are u su ally log 
bu ilt, u np ainted, containing u su ally two. 
and sometimes, bu t rarely, fou r rooms, 
in which will he fou nd a few chairs, a 
rou gh « leal table, a tawdiy gilt eik on of 
the Ru ssian chu rch, and a nu mber of 
cock roaches and u nmentionable insects. 
The hou ses are in many p lac« *s raised 
above the grou nd, either u p on stone's, 
iik e liaysti ck s, or u p on low wooden p il­ 
lars. 
The floors are boarded, and the 
hou se is warmed by means (if a hu ge 
brick stove bu ilt in between the rooms, 
which develop s Immense heat. 
The diet 
of these “u p j>er classes” is—besides fish 
—milk , sou r cream, rye bread and bil­ 
berries. 
Tlie bilberry seems to be the 
only fru it in Kamschatk a.—Chambers’ 
Jou rnal.
